As census figures beco m e av ailable, there is o ne 


inescapable co nclusio n: The po pulatio n ex plo sio n has 


slo wed do wn. The tentativ e 1 97 0 figure o f 2 0 0 .3 milio n- 


plus serv ice men and o thers abro ad to make it 2 0 4 millio n 


is an increase o f 2 0 .9 millio n o v er 1 96 0 . o r 1 1 .7 per cent. 
Co mpared with the increase o f 2 8 millio n, o r 1 8.5 per cent, 
fro m 1950 to 1 96 0 . there is ev ident a dro p in the rate 
gro wth o f 6 .8 per cent. 
The decline in farm po pulatio n by o ne-third, fro m 
15 millio n to 10 millio n, co nfirmed the m o v em ent fro m 
the farm to the city . But the m o v e fro m the city to the 
suburbs was ev en greater, giv ing suburban America 
no w mo re peo ple than urban America. Dr. Geo rge H. 
Bro wn, directo r o f the census, believ es that these shifts 
will co ntinue into the 7 0 s. This co untry ’s birth rate has 
also slo wed co nsiderably , as has im m igratio n, which 
swell po pulatio n. 
But no o ne is talking v ery lo udly no w abo ut the 
po pulatio n ex plo sio n, no t after the prelim inary figures 
which so disappo inted m unicipalities that 4 55 lo calities 
challenged 
the co m pleteness 
and 
accuracy o f 
their 
co unts. Checks made in 16 4 o f these places sho wed that 
o nly abo ut 3 5,0 0 0 perso ns were repo rted to hav e been 
missed. Thus the o riginal co unt was changed at an 
av erage rate o f sev en per 1 0 .0 0 0 . In a po pulatio n o f 2 0 4 
millio n, that wo uld change the co m plete co unt by a m ere 
1 4 2 .80 0 -a v ery thin spread indeed acro ss the co untry . 
All o f this suggests that it is abo ut tim e fo r reco n­ 
sidering the predictio ns o f a po pulatio n ex plo sio n. If 
the dro p o f 6 .8 per cent o f gro wth in the decade is a 
trend, we wo uld gro w o nly 4 .9 per cent in the 7 0 s and be 
at a standstill in the 80 s. A gro wth o f 10 millio n in this 
decade and no ne thereafter sho uld quiet the alarm o f all 
who see the co untry bursting at the seam s.

In 
Ohio , test driv ers with 10 to 2 0 per cent o f carbo n 
mo no x ide failed to estim ate tim e and distance, did no t 
discrim inate taillight brightness, failed to figure the 
so eed o f their and o thers’ cars o n the ro ad, sho wed 
increased fatigue attempting to stay in the middle o f 
their lane, becam e dro wsy v ery so o n. 
Ho w to av o id this killer? Check gas leaks in y o ur car. 
Turn o ff y o ur car mo to r at ev ery o ppo rtunity . Get o thers 
to do so . Sto p smo king. Check y o ur furnace, gas refriger­ 
ato rs. fireplaces, heaters, sto v es, v ent all indo o r fires o f 
ev ery tv pe. Giv e air and first aid to v ictim s. Call an 
em ergency squad if they pass o ut. It’s that serio us.

On the o ther 
hand, as ev ery o ne kno ws, the “ peaceful’’ demo nstrato rs 
o f the past fiv e y ears hav e generally ex pressed such 
traito ro us and slandero us sentiments to ward o ur co untry 
that no o ne, especially men who hav e risked their liv es 
fo r it. can bear their tirades. And ev ery new' “ m arch” 
wins mo re y o uthful co nv erts.

ministration bu t which hav e 
heretofore 
been 
giv en 
far 
from satisfactory su pport. 
In the condu ct of foreign 
relations, the United States 
has

been mu ltiplied in complex ity 
and the risks of military com­ 
plications hav e been increased 
by the refu sal of important 
members of Congress to show 
the world that they stand by 
their President. 
In domestic programs, the 
progress has been slow and 
hardly efficient du e to the 
President’s lack of an assu red 
majority . Ev en thou gh v ast

The 
administration 
believ es

Vietnam policy will gradu ally

Corv ette’s gas tank problems 
can resu lt in qu ick, horrible 
death by bu rning. 
These 
hazards 
are 
well 
known in insu rance and safety 
circles. When discu ssing the 
1963 1967 
Corv ette, 
ex perts 
referred to it as the "Torch, 
the 
"Incinerator" 
and 
the 
"Plastic Missile." 
T h e 
Federal 
Highway 
Safety 
Bu reau , 
set 
u p 
to 
protect the pu blic, has also 
been aware of the pre 1968

Dear Heloise: 
After reading the hint on 
c u t t i n g 
carpeting 
for 
bathrooms by marking with 
pins before cutting. I thought 
you might like to print my 
husband’s method which I feel 
insures a better fit ... 
He 
measured 
the 
room 
exactly and drew a miniature 
picture 
with 
measurements 
noted in inches, then laid the 
carpeting 
(or 
rug) 
upside 
down on the living room floor 
a n d 
drew 
the 
exact 
measurements 
by 
ballpoint 
pen on the rug backing. (The 
picture is very important if 
your rug is not a solid color!) 
He then cut it with a very 
sharp knife. (Be sure when 
cutting that you lift as you 
cut so you won’t also cut the 
rug underneath.) It absolutely 
fit like a glove. 
For the raw edges, where 
the finished edge had to be 
cut off. I bought a big can 
of the stiffest. super-hold hair 
spray and gently lifted edges 
and sprayed away, let dry 
and then repeated. 
We were thrilled with the 
results, as it was just perfect.
